shel- 
ter In other places. 
But Mr. Smith advised 
caution. 
He 
told 
those 
people 
who

anxious 
to make the trial for themselves that 
H would be much better to await the 
result of the federal experiments

jwere 
to be conducted 
by men of 
pre- 
vious 
experience 
In 
tobacco 
culture. 
The result ho 
Justified 
the wisdom of 
the lulVlce 
given 
by the head 
of 
the 
agricultural department 
of the United 
States In Hawaii. 
Although 
It 
Is by 
no meanB certain that 
tobacco cannot 
be both successfully 
mid 
profitably 
grown 
in the islands, 
yet It hus been 
sulllclently demonstrated that 
Febru- 
ary is not a good month for planting, 
and that the tobacco plant needs 
the 
sunshine of the warm 
months to 
in- 
sure proper 
growth. 
Had all the men 
who wanted to make a fortune from 
tobacco 
gone Into the field In 
Febru- 
ary last, at the time 
the experiment 
station experts began work, their loss- 
es might havo reached

and tobacco

of Pearl 
Harbor

to all 
Its diplomatic nnd consular representa- 
tives ubroad. 
"The

of the below named ports no restriction

ves- 
sels either as to number or period 
of 
stay In ports within the United 
States 
or under their control. 
Neither should 
It be required that previous permission 
must be obtained. 
The general board 
Is further 
of 
tho opinion 
that before 
visiting nny of the several named ports 
the foreign 
men-of-w- 
or public 
ves- 
sels should 
bo required to ask permis- 
sion 
from the Secretary 
of the Navy 
through their respective ministers nnd 
the State Department: 
Tortugas, Fin.; 
Great Harbor, Culebia; tho ports and

Archipelago; 
Guantnnnmo, 
Cuba; Pearl 
Harbor,
